I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  year  1937. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  18-94  compared  with  i6-6o  for  1936 
and  the  Death  Rate  10-74  compared  with  9-31. 

1523  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year  as  a 
result  of  private  enterprise.  There  is  still  a  need  for  houses 
at  a  rent  which  the  lower  paid  workers  can  afford  to  pay. 

93  Privy  middens  and  276  Pail  closets  have  been  con¬ 
verted  to  water  closets  under  the  voluntary  conversion  scheme 
during  the  year. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  meet  the  requests  for  admission 
to  the  Draycott  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  last  few  years, 
and  the  Joint  Hospital  Committee  have  decided  to  increase 
the  accommodation. 

A  scheme  for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
decided  upon  and  will  come  into  operation  during  1938. 

It  has  been  decided  to  provide  a  Mortuary  with 
facilities  for  Post  Mortem  Examinations  at  Chellaston.

The  Shardlow  Rural  District  lies  in  the  South-Eastern 
Extremity  of  the  County,  and  surrounds  the  Borough  of  Derby, 
except  on  its  North-West  Boundary.  It  adjoins  the  Urban  District 
of  Long  Eaton  and  Ilkeston  on  the  East  and  North-East  respectively. 

The  Principal  Industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining  (West 
Hallam,  Stanley,  Dale  Abbey),  Lace  Making  (Sandiacre  Breaston,. 
Draycott,  Melbourne),  Cotton  Doubling  (Borrowash,  Draycott),. 
Iron  Founding  (Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandiacre).  There  are  also  Boot 
Factories  at  Melbourne,  Paper  Mills  at  Little  Eaton,  Colour  Works  at 
Spondon,  and  Gypsum  at  Chellaston. 

In  addition  a  large  number  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  in 
the  Borough  of  Derby,  especially  at  the  works  of  theL.M.S.  Railway 
and  the  British  Celanese  Artificial  Silk  Works.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1.)  General.  This  is  provided  for  by  District  Nurses,  who 
are  available  in  nearly  all  the  parishes  in  the  District, 

(2.)  There  is  no  provision  for  nursing  infectious  cases  in 
the  homes. 

Midwives  are  available  throughout  the  District  (under  the 

supervision  of  the  County  Council). 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

A  very  efficient  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  established 
at  the  County  Offices,  St.  Mary’s  Gate,  Derby,  by  which 
Practitioners  are  enabled  to  obtain,  for  their  patients,  the 
benefit  of  all  the  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment  which  Bacteriology  provides.  This  is  particularly  of 
advantage  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  Enteric 
Fever,  Meningitis,  and  Venereal  Diseases.  No  fees  are 
charged  for  routine  cases.  Chemical  Analysis  is  undertaken 
by  arrangement  with  the  County  Analyst. 

Bye-Laws,  Adoptive  Acts,  &C. — Bye-Laws  with  respect  to 

New  Streets  and  Buildings  are  in  force  over  the  whole  District. 

They  have  been  revised  and  received  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of 

Health  on  May  17th,  1924.

The  Nottingham  Hospitals  are  also  available  and  made  use  of 
by  some  of  the  inhabitants  on  the  east  side  of  the  District,  which 
is  about  equidistant  between  Nottingham  and  Derby. 


There  are  no  Hospitals  under  control  of  the  Local  Authority. 
The  Joint  Isolation  Committee  is  formed  of  representatives  from 
the  Shardlow  R.D.C.  and  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.  The  Hospital  con¬ 
tains  50  beds,  12  of  which  are  in  a  cubicle  block. 


Definite  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Long  Eaton 
U.D.C.  for  Small  Pox  cases. 

The  Derbyshire  Hospitals  are  all  up-to-date  and  have  special 
departments — X-Ray,  Dental,  Ophthalmic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  etc. 

Extensions  to  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  are  in  course  of 
construction  including  a  Ward  for  paying  jD^fi^nts. 

Accommodation  for  urgent  cases  is  always  available,  but  tho 
waiting  period  for  surgical  cases  in  particular  is  unduly  prolonged 
in  a  certain  number  of  cases,  indicating  that  further  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  should  be  provided. 

Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children  is  provided  for  at  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  Shardlow. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

{a)  For  Infectious  Cases  excepting  Small  Pox  an  ambu¬ 
lance  is  kept  at  the  Draycott  Isolation  Hospital. 
Small  Pox  cases  are  moved  by  the  Long  Eaton 
Ambulance. 

{h)  For  Non-Infectious  Cases  :  The  Order  of  St.  John 
and  British  Red  Cross  Society  have  ambulances 
stationed  at  Derby,  Ilkeston  and  Long  Eaton.  An 
excellent  service  is  provided. 

Sandiacre  and  Risley  have  an  Ambulance  available 
for  residents  supported  by  subscriptions  and  fees  for 
use  of  the  same. 

The  British  Celanese,  Ltd.  ambulance  is  available 
for  emergency  cases  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Spondon. 

The  Council  have  made  themselves  responsible  for 
the  payment  of  the  use  of  St.  John’s  and  Long  Eaton 
Ambulances,  so  that  in  no  case  will  there  be  any 
question  of  the  use  of  an  ambulance  when  sent  for. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Modern  systems  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  are  in  operation 
at  Alvaston  and  Boulton,  Arlestonand  Sinfin  (part),  Aston-on-Trent,, 
Breadsall,  Breaston,  Chaddesden,  Chellaston,  Draycott,  Little  Eaton, 
Littleover,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook  and  Borrowash,  Risley  (part),  Sandi- 
acre,  Shardlow,  Spondon,  Stanley  Village,  Stanley  Common,  Smalley 
Common,  Stanton-by-Dale,  West  Hallam  and  Weston-on-Trent.  A 
small  part  of  the  Littleover  sewers  discharge  into  the  Derby  main 
sewers.  Twenty  Parishes,  representing  97'25%  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  District,  have  modern  systems  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal. 

Twenty-eight  Samples  of  Sewage  Effluents  were  taken  from  the 
various  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  the  County  Council,  of  which 
nine  were  classified  as  ‘‘  Good,”  fifteen  ‘‘  Satisfactory,”  three 
“Unsatisfactory”  and  one  “Bad.”

ChaddGSden.  A  further  extension  of  131  yards  of  12"  sewer  was 
laid  to  serve  the  new  Estate  being  developed  at  Wood  Road. 

Chellaston.  The  storm-water  overflow  course  below  Station 
Road  was  piped-in  along  its  whole  length,  a  distance  of  330  yards. 

LittlGOVGf.  Building  developments  in  Little  over  and  the  Sunny 
Hill  area  of  Derby  have  made  it  necessary  for  the  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Sinfin  to  be  extended  and  the  Council  have  accepted  a  tender 
of  £3,015  for  the  provision  of  two  additional  Alters  and  land  treatment 
for  storm -water. 

The  work  was  commenced  early  in  1938. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  a  storm-water  scheme 
for  relieving  over-loading  of  the  foul- water  sewers  in  Normanton 
Lane  and  Valley  Road. 

Melbourne.  The  sewer  in  Pack-horse  Lane  was  extended  for  a 
distance  of  82  yards. 

Stanton>by>Brldge.  The  second  Scheme  for  dealing  with  a 
further  part  of  the  village  was  prepared  and  a  tender  for  £221  accepted. 
The  work  will  be  carried  out  in  1938. 

Stanton-by-Dale.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  the 
•carrying  out  of  a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  Ilkeston 
Ironworks  Company’s  works,  and  offices  and  adjacent  properties, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £17,200.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  construction  of  new 
sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  station  at  Stanton  Gate. 

Sandiacre.  The  Council  accepted  a  tender  of  £9,737  for  con¬ 
structing  a  drainage  scheme  for  eliminating  all  surface-water  from 
the  foul- water  sewers  and  the  work  was  started  early  in  1938.  The 
County  Council  are  making  a  substantial  grant  towards  the  cost. 

West  Hallam.  25  yards  of  6"  sewer  were  laid  in  Mapperley 
Lane. 
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Weston-on-Trent.  The  Sewage  Scheme  mentioned  in  the  1936- 
Report  has  been  carried  out. 

Many  new  sewers  were  laid  by  Owners  in  private  Estates,, 
principally  at  Alvaston  and  Boulton,  Chaddesden,  Littleover,  and 
Spondon. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  has  now  been  provided  with 
a  Public  Water  Supply,  the  reservoir  at  Breadsall  and  the  linking-up 
of  the  Parishes  having  been  completed. 

1,894  houses  were  connected  to  the  Public  Mains  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  16,271  houses  supplied,  which  is  89*7%  of  tho 
houses  in  the  Rural  District  having  an  available  public  supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  taken  by  the  Council  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Mains  was  230,000  gallons  per  day,  and  450,000  gallons 
daily  from  the  Little  Eaton  bore-hole.  The  water  is  examined  every 
three  months  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  and  has  always 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  examinations  are  made  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist  and  Analyst. 

Many  extensions  of  the  mains  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council  in  order  to  cope  with  building  developments. 

SCAVENGING  (see  Table,  page  38). 

Public  Scavenging  was  extended  to  include  the  whole  District. 

The  total  cost  of  Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  whole 
District  in  1937  was  £6,616  12s.  3d.,  the  average  cost  per  house 
being  8s.  IJd.  The  number  of  houses  in  the  District  was  increased 
by  1,517. 

Alvaston  and  Boulton,  Arleston  and  Sinfin,  Aston-on-Trent,. 
Chaddesden,  Chellaston,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook,  Risley,  Sandiacre, 
Shardlow,  Spondon,  and  Stanton-by-Dale  showed  a  decrease  in 
cost  per  house. 

The  Council  have  commenced  the  purchase  of  covered  house- 
refuse  collection  vehicles,  which  are  being  acquired  gradually  and 
ultimately  will  be  in  use  throughout  the  whole  District.  A  weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  is  in  general  operation.

Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  to  Medical  Practitioners, 
free  of  charge,  and  is  obtainable  from  the  local  chemists. 

The  selection  of  cases  for  admission  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  is  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  ensures, 
in  cases  of  epidemics,  that  the  most  urgent  cases  are  admitted  to 
Hospital  and  that  the  beds  are  not  taken  up  by  cases  which  can  be 
properly  treated  at  home. 

The  period  of  stay  in  Hospital  is  now  lessened  in  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  where  no  complications  (e.g.,  discharge  from  nose 
or  throat)  are  present.  No  increase  of  Return  cases  has  resulted. 

No  cases  of  Trench  Fever,  or  Rabies  have  been  notified. 

Reports  of  infectious  diseases  are  made  by  the  Head  Teachers 
of  the  schools,  and  special  visits  are  made  to  the  infected  schools. 
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The  School  Teachers  are  informed  as  to  the  occurrence  of  cases  ; 
and  also  of  contact  cases  which  should  be  excluded  from  School, 
the  period  of  exclusion  being  stated. 

Disinfection  and  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  is  undertaken 
at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Shardlow,  and  disinfection 
of  bedding,  etc.,  when  indicated,  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Dray- 
cott,  by  means  of  a  Steam  disinfector. 

Disinfectants  are  distributed  in  necessary  cases  in  the  District 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  County  Council  Health  Visitors.
